Meat Cutting 


A yeur ago at the Potato Show 
George Brown of the Animal 
Husbandry Department of Mich- 
igan State College, gave a demon- 
stration on the culting of meats. 
The work which Mr. Brown hus 
been duing in this) connection 
throughout he state hus resulted 
sno such demard fur this type vt 
informiution that the pubhecutien 
of the bulletin culled “The Home 
Meat Supply” has been necessary 
to supply the demand. 

This bulletin ancludes — the 
slaughtering and bytcherimg olf 
hogs, beeves, veul, mutton and 
lumbs. and the cutting of the 
carcass of these animals. A chap- 
ter is also inciuding on curing 
and canning of meats.

Red squill is a peculiar kind of 

person that will uot effect dogs. 
eats or other domestic animals 
and af a buman being should ac- 
edently eat some of it, he will 
become uncomfortably sick, but 
net eritically il However, this 
poison is very effective on rats 
mice. 
Red sauill may be obtained in 
vither the powdered or liquid 
fourm. The powdered form is a 
little easier to use, as it may be 
mixed with any cereal meal in 
the “prapartions of one part red 
squill by weight to ten ae 
meal. One tublespoonful of red 
squill is about the right amount 
to sixteen tablespoonsful of meal 
It can ulso be put in the salt 
shaker and dusted over meats, 
fruits or fresh vegetables.
